 Whereas, the Village Board has proposed a water main extension near the Perry’s Ice 
Cream property, that would loop the existing water system from Morgan Street to an existing 
water main located near Marshall Street. The project will include the installation of a new 8-inch 
water main, appurtenances and a new RPZ, meter and hot box for Perry’s water service; and 
 

Whereas, in accordance with the provisions of 6 NYCRR Part 617 (SEQRA), the project 
is determined to be an Unlisted Action which will not be subject to a coordinated review. 

 
Now Therefore Be It Resolved that the Village Board hereby designates itself as Lead 

Agency for the proposed action pursuant to 6 NYCRR Part 617. 
 
Be It Further Resolved that based upon examination of the Environmental Assessment 

Form (EAF), its own independent analysis of the Proposed Action, and comparison with the 
criteria for determining significance under 6 NYCRR 617.7, the Village Board finds that the 
Proposed Action will not have a significant environmental impact and hereby issues a Negative 
Declaration; and  

 
Be it Further Resolved that this determination is based on the facts and conclusions as 

noted in the attached EAF.
